Struck by lightning, Louis 
Monreal, 13 years old, was in- 
stantly killed at Barstow at 
1:30 p. m. yesterday. Louis. 
with a group of his youthful 
companions, was playing base- 
ball near his home when the 
tragedy occurred. 

Disregarding an approach- 
ing storm, the boys continued 
their playing as dark clouds 
gathered. There was a blind- 
ing ‘flash, a sharp report and 
Louis dropped dead without an 
outery. 

Terrified; his companions 
screamed for help and _ resi- 
dents of the city worked vain- 
ly trying to restore life to the 
boy. A physician said death 
was instantaneous. The body 
was removed to a mortuary, 
where last night Deputy Coro- 
ner Emmette Waters conduct- 
ed an inquest,

As two accused slayers, C. 


Lomiho and M. Trinidad, were 
being arraigned before Supe- 
rior Judge Benjamin F. War- 
mer yesterday a complaint 
charging. a third, Jesus 
Aguirré, with murder was is- 
sted by Deputy District At- 
torney C. O. Thompson. 

Aguirre, 1180 Pine Street, 
was accused by Abram Perez, 
1224 Leonard street, San Ber- 
nardino, in a dying statement, 
of slashing him fatally with a 
knife Friday night in a fight 
in an alley near L street; be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth. .Po- 
lice Officer L. A. Parish swore 
to the complaint. Perez died 
at the General Hospital -Sun- 
day afternoon. An _ inquest 
will be conducted today. 


Lomiho and Trinidad plead- 

ed not guilty. Lomiho, charg- 
ed with the slaying of Andrew 
Barleta, one of his Filipino 
countrymen, will be tried be- 
fore Superior Judge Charles L.

One person was killed and 
four others were seriously in- 
jured in an automobile . acci- 
dent near Etiwanda shortly af- 
ter 10 o’clock Sunday night. 

Beatrice Bunnell, 19 years 
old, 1417 Rialto avenue, re- 
ceived a fractured skull and 





died almost instantly. Her 17-| 


year-old sister, Fay, suffered 
body bruises and possible in- 
ternal injuries, while Gladys 
Pollin of Colton, sustained a 
dislocated right hip and frae- 
‘ured right arm. Andrew Maz- 
zolla, driver of the automobile; 
and Orville Gilbert, both of 
Cucamonga, 
persons who. suffered painful 
euts and bruises about the 
head and arms, it was report- 
ed. 

Mazzolla, who was driving 
the car, claimed that he drove 
to the right side of the road in 
an effort to let another car 
pass him and that the machine 
struck the heavy sand along 
the road causing it to swerve 
out of control. 

The heavy touring car tore 
down more. than 75 feet of 
fence along the road and fi- 
nally came to a stop as it 
struck a telephone pole, break- 
ing it.

COLTON MAN DROWNS 
AT NEWPORT BEACH 

Search was being made yes- 
terday at Newport Beach to 
recover the body of Henry 
Martin, of Colton, who. was 
drowned at 10 a. m. Sunday 
when he was caught in a rip 
tide while swimming beyond 
the breakwater and sank before 
a party of rescuers could 
reach him. Three other men 
narrowly escaped death when 
they attempted to reach Mar- 
tin in .a fishing boat. The 
boat was overturned by the 
heavy swells and the men had 
to give up the attempted res- 
cue of Martin arid devote their 
attention toward saving their 
lives. 

Tn less than two hours after 
Martin was drowned, Léon: S. 
Turbet, of ‘Los Angeles, was 
caught in the rip tide at an- 
other point several hundred 











‘yards from where Martin met 


his death, and was drowned.

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BADLY SHAKEN I 
MORNING QUAKE 


‘BUSINESS DISTRICT OF 
| CHANNEL CITY SUFFERS 
HEAVILY 


Estimated Dead Nine to Fif- 
teen. Three Shocks Rock 
City Like Ocean Wave. State 
Street Avenue of Ruin 





Nine dead, 30 injured and 
$15,000,000 damage were the 
estimates today of the toll of 
the tremors which yesterday 
converted the heart of Santa 
Barbara into a mass of ruins. 
Throughout the night reseue 
erews dug into the debris for 
bodies of victims and succeed- 
ed in extricating the crushed 
remains of Bertram H. Han- 
eock, 21-year-old son of C. 
Allen Haneock, wealthy Los 
Angeles realty dealer, from 
the ruins of the Arlington Ho- 
tel. Recovery of the body of 
Mrs. Charles E, Perkins, 83, 
widow of the Burlington Rail- 
road builder, was expected mo- 
mentarily. 

The series of earthquakes, 
described as rocking and sway- 
ing the business center of San- 
ta Barbara as if it were on a 
turbulent ocean, early Monday 
left the principal structures of 
the Channel City a mass of 
debris and ruins. The loss of 
life was not large, due to the 
tremor oceurring at 6:44 
o’c1ock in the morning, and 
also that the mass of ruins 
fell in the second earthquake 
some 15 minutes after the first 
tremor. 

Three additional shocks were 
felt last evening, but no fur- 
ther damage was done. The 
first came at 5:32, the. second 
at 6:46 and the last at 7:12 
o’clock. When the second tre- 
mor Game, wrecking crews in 
partly wrecked buildings stood 
clear until the vibrations had 
ceased.” ; 

Estimates of the loss vary 
from $3,000,000, a ‘‘conserva- 
tive’’ figure by the city man- 
ager, to $30,000,000, a’ figure 
quoted by the city engineer. 
Indications are that twelve 
lives were lost although this 
rests upon the recovery of 
several bodies asserted to be in 
the ruins. 

State street, the main thor- 
oughfare, is a ghastly avenue 
of ruin, portions of its most 
stately buildings being tum- 
bled down, and cornjces, walls 
and fronts of practically -all 
principal structures shattered 
down. 

The earthquake 
throughout the day. They me- 
naced the water supply by 
crashing out the dam of Shef- 
field reservoir but a by-pass 
has been established to a main 
reservoir back in the hills and 
water provided for the city. 

The terror stricken 30,000 
inhabitants in most cases set- 
tled down to an emergency ex- 
istence by noon, many of them 
living on the lawns. 

‘*T have been through fifty 
earthquakes, but never one 
like this before,’’ said Man- 
ager Richmond of the Arling- 
ton Hotel. ‘‘It just took the 
hotel that we considered strong 
as a fortress and shook it back 
and forth as if it were a rag. 

“It was precisely as if one 
'were at sea in a storm.,”’ 

In Upland 

In Upland, those who were 
still in bed or sitting in a 
chair, felt a slight quiver of 
the earth at approximately 
6:40 a.m. About nine o’clock 
word reached Upland that the 
shock had centered in Santa 
Rarbara.

It is difficult at any time to survey busi- 
ness conditions without finding grounds for 
optimism. Failures are always to be seen, a 
few even in the most roaring chapters of pros- 
perity. Man’s knowledge is extremely lim- 
ited; his judgment faulty to the last degree. 
Generation after generation and group after 
group fall victims to the same errors and 
commit the same blunders. Credit men cal- 
culate failure ratio and its casual detail as 
dispassionately as actuaries figure the death 
rate. We are weak vessels and miserable of- 
fenders, even in pursuit of gain. 

But man has considerable ingenuity and 
power of adjustment. Always he gropes for 
a way out. Blunders are made by the million, 
but there is a saving grace in the vital qual- 
ities of enterprise, ambition and persistence. 
Often at the very moment when professiona! 
moralists and the howling dervishes of business 
are crying the loudest, hundreds of thousands 
of matter-of-fact business men and women are 
searching a way out. 

A few years ago the high cost of livicg 
seemed to present an impassable barrier to 
future progress. It became a regular hogy. 
a very real personal devil. It has not been 
banished; no sensible person would pretend 
as much. But almost unconsciously we are 
working our way around it bit by bit 

Houses cost more, but people have learned 
to live in smaller ones. The wages of ser- 
vants are higher, but electrical power has 
come to the rescue, in part at least. With 
enhanced prices for raw materials, coupled 
with prohibition, hotel and restaurant keep- 
ers did not see how they could serve meals 
any longer except at exorbitant rates. But 
behold the rise of the cafeteria, coffee shop, 
soda fountain, tea room, chocolate shop and 
similar new catering places. It is said that 
though there were less than twenty tea rooms 
in New York City in 1918 there are now more 
than eight thousand. 

New ways of meeting public needs do not 
invariably prove economical either to the 
public or to the enterpriser. They represent 
at times the same percentage of fallibility as 
the institutions supplanted. But the gloomy 
fear that nothing is being done about it 
proves often enough to be unwarranted. For- 
tunately there is no lack of experimenters in 
whose breasts the hope of profit from devis- 
ing and operating new ways and means 
springs eternal. 

A number of years ago the natural-ice in- 
dustry was threatened with extinction be- 
eause of the growth of artificial-ice making 
nearer the consuming centers. On the upper 
reaches of the Hudson River great gaunt 
storehouses stood idle, an apparently dead in- 
vestment. Then it was discovered that these 
buildings made ideal .mushroom caves, and 
a new and profitable industry has sprung up 
on the ruins of the old.

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Crime Not Increasing 


(Oakland Tribune) 

Those who are forever repeating that crime 
is on the increase and the boy and girl of to- 
day are inferior to those of another genera- 
tion may be doing the most they can to make 
their assertions come true. Who ean esti- 
mate the natural reactions of youth continu- 
ally reminded it is on the way to ruin? 

Dr. George W. Kirchwey, head of the de- 
partment of criminology at the New York 
School of Social Work, and former warden 
of Sing Sing, wotild call a halt to the easy 


. disparagement of modern times and modern 


youth. He says that the habit of considering 
the rising generation as a sure sign of the 
downfall of civilization is becoming an ob- 
session and, as a qualified expert and observ- 
er, he adds the calamity howlers are all 
wrong. Says this expert who is a visitor in 
the Eastbay: 

“‘The constant exaggeration and dramati- 
zation of the fact that there is a superabun- 
dance of crime in our otherwise fairly de- 
cent civilization can only do harm. There ‘is 
not the least statistical evidence to prove that 
crime is on the increase, or that the ratio of 
boy and girl criminals is increasing.’’ 

Dr. Kirchwey proves again that the expert 
on criminology is more optimistic than the 
amateur. Those who assert broadly the worl1 
is plunging downward, as a rule, are not 
supplied with statistics and merely express 
their reactions to that ‘‘constant exaggeration 
and dramatization’’ to which Dr. Kirchwey 
refers. It may be recalled that a few days 
ago Clarence Morrill, of the state department 
of criminal identification, called attention to 
the fact that arrests are decreasing. It might 
be well to bear these statements in mind, for 
if there are ill effects from emphasizing the 
pessimistic view, it is also true that good 
will come with some stressing of the opti- 
mistic.

When the Imperial Russian Government, 
responding to the Allied desire to obliterate 
all things German, changed the name of St.

It is deereed further that the name 
shall not be abbreviated, U. 8. S. R. espe- 


cially being ruled as an offensive appellation. . 


However, if the Bolshevists have any re- 
regard for the social and commercial uni- 
verse, they will find some acceptable designa- 
tion for their unitéd country which will sat- 
isy the writers of letters and the addressers 
of envelopes. If “Russia’’ is distasteful to 
the Soviets, so is the ‘‘Union of Socialist and 
Soviet’ Republics’? impossible to the rest of 
the world. If the Soviets themselves are un- 
able to cope with the problem of finding an 
appropriate but simple name for their politi- 
cal aggregation, they might offer a prize for 
the best suggestion, and open to the compe- 
tition of all nations. Surely something bet- 
ter, shorter. and more euphonious than the 
“Union of Socialist and Soviet Republies’’ 
can be devised. It is doubtful if the Rus- 
sians—heg pardon, the Unionists of the Sp- 
eialists and Soviet Republies—will always 
stop to write or pronounce so unwieldly a 
cognomen for their beloved fatherland.

WATER GLASS FOR EGGS 


This is the last month until Sep- 
tember for the preservation of 
eges. Spring eggs keep better 
than summer or fall eggs Only 
absolutely fresh eggs can we pre 
served, and clean eggs onfy are 
permissible. Infertile eggs sre bet- 
ter for this purpose than fertile 
eges. Bggs should not be washed 
to make them clean, as this meth- 
od takes off some of the rough- 
ness from the shell, which has a 
value in keeping the air out of the 
egg. ~ 

Of the many ways which have 
been used, it seems that for house- 
hold purposes the preservation by 
the use of water glass is the most 
satisfactory. 

Earthenware jars are best ves- 
sels to be used. Danger of? loss 
through the presence of one -bad 
egg is reduced by using several 
small jars rather than one large 
one. Bggs should not be left in 
the preservative more than nine 
months.

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REVISED TEACHING 
MANUAL ADOPTED 


Revised teaching manual for 
San Bernardino County schools 
has been adopted by the San 
Bernardino County Board of 
Edueation, it became~ known 
today, and will be instituted at 
the fall session of sehool. Cor- 
related subjects will be a fea- 
ture of the new teaching pro- 
gram. 

Correlated subjects will be a 
feature of the teaching pro- 
gram in San Bernardino Coun- 
ty schools this coming years as 
the result of the adoption by 
the County Board of Edueation 
last week of a revised teaching 
manual. 

Besides adopting the manual, 
the board awarded 14 teach- 
ing certificates and seven life 
diplomas. The summer ex- 
aminations of applicants for 
teachers’ certifieates will be 

leonducted August 11 to August 

15 in the Hall of Records suite 
ot Miss Ida M. Collins, county 
school superintendent. 

The manual complies with a 
recent state educational law 
which limits the number of 
prescribed courses. to 12 and 
the number of alternative 
courses to three. The manual 
correlates geography and - his- 
tory, and similarly related sub- 
jects. It will be printed in 
July and distributed to the ve- 
rious county-schools in August. 

Subjects. in the new manual 
include arithmetic, reading, 
language, geography, history, 
spelling, writing, drawing, mu- 
\sic, physical education, ¢ivics, 
and the United States constitu- 
tion, and morals and manners: 

No action has been taken by 
the board.in the selection of 
the additional. subjects whieh 
ean be added to the school 
curriculums. om Ida M. Col- 
lins, county schoo superinten- 
dent, stated'yesterday that la- 
ter in the summer the board 
might follow the practice of 
other school boards and rec- 
ommend domestic science and 
manual training.

Manuel P. Barbachano, pres- 
ident and general manager of 
the Lower California Tele- 
phone Company, in announcing 
the opening of the Mexicali ex- 
change, declared that the sys- 
tem opened in Tijuana several 
months ago has been a com- 
plete success. Plans now be- 
ing carried out will eventually 
give Ensenada and ranches be- 
tween there and the border 
telephone’ service. ; 

Negotiations were started in 
1917 by Barbachano to build 
a telephone system in Lower 
California, and it was neces- 
sary to overcome numerous 
complications before his plans 
could be carried out. The ser- 
vice being furnished by the 
Mexican company is of the 
standards required by the Bell 
System and adequate long 
distance facilities have been 
provided so that it is now pos- 
sible to talk from Mexicali to 
any one of the 16,000,000 tele- 
phones in the United States.

The Bathing Pavilions 


On all European beaches are the 
pecullar bathing. pavilions which 
seem strange to an American. These 
are usually private property and 
the owners very often spend a large 
part of the day in summer sitting 
in them or on the tiny porch sew- 
ing or reading.

A book recently published and 
attracting the attention of teach- 
ers and others interested in edu- 
cational matters is entitled “An 
About-face in Education,” by Adel- 
ia Adams Samuels, principal of 
the State Demonstration School 
in Cucamonga, where various new 
methods have been tried out and 
found successful. 


The book contains a graceful in- 
troduction by Mrs. Grace Stanley; 
former State Commissioner of BPle- 
mentary Education, and is dedi- 
cated to the Trustees of the Cuca- 
monga School District, F. W. Van 
Fleet, V. G.-Lucas and E. G. By- 
mann, “whose co-operation, gener- 
osity and loyalty have made this 
work possible.” 


Many interesting ideas are 
brought out during’ the course of 
the various chapters, but all cen- 
{ter around the main theme which 
she quotes from John Dewey, the. 
author of various books on new 
methods in school work, “Educa- 
tion is not merely a preparation 
for, life; it is life.” 

Two outstanding objects are 
sought by the methods advocated 
by Mrs. Samuels; one (the very 
essence of democracy) that each 
pupil be given “freedom of move- 
ment and speech during: school 
hours. just so long as his activ-

Talk Multiple Listing 

That the success of the multiple 
isting plan for. realtors depends 
largely. upon the whole-hearted oo- 
operation and squaredealing of 
all. those participating, was the 
keynote of talks yesterday after. 
noon before the Ontario Realty 
Board, in luncheon session at the 
Hotpoint Club by F. W. Ritter of 
Pomona and Wm. F. Gillette of 
;San Bernardino. 

Both speakers told of the work- 
ings of the multiple listing plan 
in their cities and both heartily 
endorsed the system if -properly, 
operated. Both speakers insisted 
that the plan would prove a dis- 
mal failure unless “exclusive” list- | 
ings were strictly adhered to and 
only listings of fair and honest 
values accepted. 

By way of pointing out the 
growing popularity of the plan, 
Mr. Ritter recited that while in 
1920 there were only 12 boards 
using multiple listing in the Unit- 
ed States, the number had increas- 
ed in 1924 to 200, or over 40 per 
cent of all the boards in the 
country. He explained that under 
the plan the listing broker re 
ceives 30 per “tent of the commis- 
sion; the clearing house or cen- 
tral office 5 per. cent, and the 
selling broker 65 per cent. He 
declared that there was no ques- 
tion but what the multiple listing 
plan results in better service for 
seller, buyer and broker. 

Mr. Gillette dealt largely with 
the “pitfalls” of the system. He
